BRITISH DETERMINED TO PATCH 
R-100 FIN WITHOUT U. S. AID 


Painstaking Task Expected to Be 
Completed in Three Days for 
Canadian Trips. 

By the Associated Press. 

ST. HUBERT AIRPORT, Quebec, 
Aug. 2.—Determined to make their 
own repairs without resorting to 
the use of the United States naval 
hangar at Lakehurst, N. J., the 
crew of the British dirigible R-100 
today began the work of patching 
the airship’s damaged fin. 

Unable to use ladders because of 
the air currents which move the 
giant ship around despite her 
ground cables and mast anchor, 
the crew is faced with a most pains- 
taking task. For a time officials 
considered. taking the R-100 to 
Lakehurst where the hangar and 
equipment would facilitate the re- 
pairs. 

The work of lacing on the new 
piece of fabric over the huge rent 
will be gomparatively easy but it is 
when tH@ work of “doping” the 
new covering begins that the task 
becomes dangerous. Men must be 
swung down from the top of the 
dirigible to apply glue.and paint to 
the patch.

St. Louis voters will select party 
nominees for 86 judicial and admin- 
istrative local offices, for three 
State Senatorships, 19 places in the 
lower house of the Legislature and 
three places in Congress. They will 
select the personnel of the Repub- 
lican and Democratic City Commit- 
tees and participate in the nomina- 


tion of a Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, a Supreme Judge 
and a State Superintendent of 
Schools. 

The 670 precinct polling places 
will be open from 6 a. m. to 7 p. 
m| Although there are 299,344 reg- 


servers mostly agree with the pre- 
diction of Chairman Remmers of 
the Election Board that not more 
than about 90,000. ballots will be 
cast. The Republican vote is like- 
ly to be about 70,000 and the De?n- 
ocratic about 20,000, there being 
few Democratic contests and none 
arousing much interest. 

In the circumstances, Roliticians 
think the bulk of the yote will be 
accounted for by the “organization” 
—meaning the doorbell pushers, 
telephone callers and automobile 
drivers of the ward machinery, 
many of whom are city employes. 
It has been remarked frequently 
among followers of politics that 
this has been one of the difilest 
campaigns in St. Louis in recent 
years. There has been no issue to 
stir independent and quiescent vot- 
ers, and most of the Republican 
contests have been regarded as lit- 
tle more than factional fights, 

In the comparable primary elec- 
tion of 1926, four years ago, St. 
Louis cast 104,784 Republican and 
28,967 Democratic ballots, a total 
of 133,751. 

Heat Aids Apathy. 

The extreme heat of recent weeks 
has been one factor putting a 
damper on the campaign. Candi- 
dates have nearly exhausted them- 
selves going to neighborhood meet- 
ings, only to find small and listleas 
audiences. In an effort to combat 
the heat, many open-air gatherings 
were arranged and several rallies 
'were held on steamboats. 

The three St. Louis Congressmen 
are seeking renomination. Only 
/one, L. C. Dyer (Repubilcan) of 
the Twelfth District, which has a 
heavy Negro population, has an 
Opponent... State Representative 
Walthall M. Moore is running 
against him, but politicians feel 
sure Dyer will win, and Dyer has 
declined to make a campaign, say- 
ing Moore is discussing only the 
race issue. There is no Demo- 
cratic candidate in this district, 
and no Republican candidate in 
the Eleventh, where Céngressman 
Cochran (Democrat) is running 
again. The Tenth District candi- 
dates, unopposed, are Congressman 
Niedringhaugs (Republican) and 
Owen G. Jackson (Democrat). 
Cochran’s district probably will be 
abolished hereafter in the redis- 
tricting following the census. 

Candidates for Judgeships, 

Five incumbents, a woman, Mrs. 
Mable Hinkley; a former judge of 
the court and five other men are 
running for six Republican nomi- 
nations for Circuit Judge, while 
there are just six Democrats. The 
St. Louis Bar Association has in- 
dorsed the five incumbents, Judges 
Bader, Hall, Hartmann, Hogan and 
Landwehr, and Alroy 8. Phillips on 
the Republican side, no vote being 
taken where there was no contest, 
as on th? Democratic ticket. The 
Democratic judicial candidates 
were brought out by a citizens’ 
committee seeking the best avail- 
able timber. 

Politicians think it likely that 
the five incumbents and Police 
Judge Beck will be the Republican 
nominees for the Circuit bench. 

Anthony F. Ittner, who was a 
Circuit Judge. was renominated 
two years ago but lacked the Bar 
Association tndorsement. The Post- 
Dispatch op his re-election 
then because of his handling of the

HARBOR GRACE, N. F., Aug. 
2—From Roosevelt Field, New 
York, to Harbor Grace Airport in 
eight hours and five minutes. 


One thing Henry J. Brown, navi- 


Tailwind, our terrier mascot, were 
convinced of, when we stepped out 
of our monoplane, City of New 
York, here at 4:25 p. m. (12:55 
p. m, St. Louis time), and is that, 
if the rest of our round-the-world 
flight is made at such speed we 


will break the Graf Zeppelin’s rec- 
ord of 21 days, 8 hours and 256 
minutes by at least six days. 

Could we fly continuously at the 
rate of 146 miles an hour at which 
we traveled on our first stretch we 
could circle the globe in a little 
less than five days. At any rate 
we should be back in New York 
in 15 days. 

The next stretch ahead of us Is 
the most difficult of the entire 
journey. It is the treacherous 1900 
miles of North Atlantic Ocean be- 
tween here and Baldonnel Alir- 
drome, near Dublin, Ireland. 

A Perfect Landing. 

Our landing here was perfect. It 
was made under the ideal weather 
conditions that attended our take- 
off at Roosevelt Field at 6:40 
o’clock in the morning and which 
aided our Lockheed-Vega plane. 

We got a cordial reception from 
the airport commission, headed by 
Judge Casey, Frank G. Archibald, 
member of Parliament from this 
district, who represented the Prime 
Minister, and Sir Richard Squires. 

‘We left Roosevelt field in fear 
of the terrible Newfoundland fog 
of which we had heard so much, 
Imagine our great joy as we ap- 
proached this coast to find the 
whole country in bright sunghine, 
its numerous lakes and = streams 
glistening like silver in the forest 
lands. 

As we crossed Trinity Bay we 
sighted the first natural airport at 
Harbor Grace, and after circling it, 
“Brownie’’ made a perfect landing. 
Tailwind shared our delight by 
barking joyfully. 

Received Many Cablegrams. 

fe received a stack of cables 
fr friends and well wishers in 
all parts of the world, It is very 
nice to find so many boosters, par- 
ticularly among strangers. 

Throughout, the plane behaved 
splendidly, there is no doubt that 
we shall be able to bring back to 
the United States the round-the- 
world speed record taken to Ger- 
many by the Graf Zeppelin. 

This is my third venture of this 
kind, as in 1913 I circumnavigated 
the world in 35 days, which low- 
ered the previous record by four 
days. 

Following the flight of Bdward 
Evays and Linton Wells in 1926 I 
again determined to regain- the 
world circling honors. This I did 
in 1928 in the City of New York 
accompanied by Charlies B. D. 
Collyer. Then we reached Battery 
park, our starting point, in 23 days 
and 15 hours. as 

Our plane is maroon In color, 
with cream-tinted wings. It. is 
a combination of strength nd 
beauty and the lines give 
indication of its capability to travei

TO SUN SPOTS AND 
MOON FLURRIES 


Seer Browne Sees No Relief but 
Gloomy.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Her- 
bert Janvrin Browne, long range 


weather forecaster, a seer who runs 
counter to the experts of the Gov- 
ernment service on predictions, is 
sure that a sun spot cycle, in con- 
junction with a lunar cycle, des- 
tined the summer of 1930 to set hot 
and dry records. He declared that 
similar conditions existed in 1818 
and 1874, when the Great Lakes 
receded. Browne does not expect 
relief until Labor day, early in Sep- 
tember. 

However, there is hop. Weath- 
er Bureau officials find no prom- 
ise of immediate relief from the 
worst drouth in 60 years but see 
no reason why August should be a 
repetition of July. Dr. C. F. Mar- 
vin, chief of the Weather Bureau, 
does not agree with weather wiz- 


‘ards who assert that the moon, and 


the Gulf Stream are responsible 
for the heat and drouth. 

While such forest fires as are 
burning are now under control, 
the Forest Service said the fire 
fighting organizations in all the 
national forests had been recruited 
to full strength as a precautionary 
measure. Already more than twice 
as much has been expended for 
fighting forest fires this year as at 
the corresponding date a year ago. 

There has been no rain in the 
Ouachita Forest in Arkansas since 
May 18 and none in the Ozark 
Forest in the same state for the 
last month. 


6 STOCK EXCHANGE FIRMS 
POST $100,000 EACH 


Deposits Required as Safe-Guard 
Under New York Banking 
Law Amendment.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—A bulletin 
issued today by the State Banking 
Department disclosed that six Stock 
Exchange-firms, including J. P. 
Morgan & Co. “had posted $100,- 
000 each within the past week as 
a ‘safeguard’ required under an 
amendment to the State Banking 
Law adopted by the last Legisla- 
ture. 

The posting of the fund was rec- 
ommended in an interpretation of 
the law which the New York Stock 
Exchange sent to all its members 
recently. The amendment was 
adopted after the failure of Clarke 
Bros. Bank last year. It provides 
that private bankers transmitting 
sums of $500 or less, or paying in- 
terest to depositors on any deposit 
balance of less than $7600, are 
subject to its terms, and in some 
instances, must deposit with the 
State Banking Department $100,- 
000 in United States Government, 
New York State, or authorizea 
municipal bonds against failure of 
suspension. 

The firms listed aw having de- 
posited the money within the Ilhst 
week were, #4 addition to the 
Morgan company: J. and W. Seltg- 
man & Co.; Goldman, Sachs &

CHICAGO, Aug. 2. — Gangland 
machine gunners finally caught up 
with Jack Zuta, collector for the 
north side liquor trade of the Joe 
Alello-George (Bugs) Moran gang, 
last night and filled his body with 


bullets. 

The gunmen entered the Lake- 
view Hotel, a summer resort on 
upper Mehabin Lake near Dela- 
field, Wis., 25 miles from = M1ii- 
waukee, herded the terrified 
dancers into a corner and shot 
Zuta to death. 

Zuta is the fiftieth Chicago 
gangster killed this year as against 
a total of 48 for all of 1929. 

The hand of Al Capone's 
friends, working to avenge the 
slaying of Alfred J. (Jake) Lingle, 
Chicago Tribune reporter, was seen 
in the murder of Zuta.. The police 
heard that Capone had returned to 
Chicago Thursday or Friday. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 
F. Rathbun and Chief Investigator 
Pat Roche went to Wisconsin to- 
day to investigate the murder. 

Zuta bore on his body evidence 
of the attempt on his life the night 
of July 1, as he was being driven 


north in State street in the auto- | 


mobile of Lieut. George Barker—a 
flesh wound where a bullet passed 
across his abdomen. 

Zuta was arrested in connection 
with the Lingle murder and was 
released.at 10 o’clock on the night 
of July 1 on a court order issued 
several hours in advance and 
therefore: known to all Chicago. 
The gangsters were waiting for 
him when he left the Detective 
Bureau, 

One month later, almost to the 
hour, Zuta was dead, 

Zuta was killed by five men 
thought by witnesses to be Ital- 
jans. Five men were in the car 
from which a hall of bullets was 
sent into Lieut. Barker's car and 
intended for Zuta. 

Zuta joined «the Alello-Moran 
com bination after he severed 
friendly relations with the Capone 
gang. His arrest immediately pre- 
ceded that of Frankie Foster in 
Los Angeles. Foster, once a Mo- 
ran-Alfello Heutenant, had  trans- 
ferred his aflegiance to the Capone 
foftces about the time Zuta 
switched his allegiance the other 
way, ° 

There was at least a suspicion 
that Zuta had done some talking 
in the short time he was in cus- 
tody on July 1. If he had not, 
there would have been atiff re- 
sistance to the petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus for his release 
instead of the mere request tod be 
allowed to keep Zuta in custody 
until 10 o’clock that night. 

When the attempt was made to 
kill Zuta as he left the Detective

ANOTHER'S BLL 


Engineer Beard Asserts Cen- | 


tral District Funds Met 
Charges Against Aban- 
doned Brentwood Project 


HE ‘REIMBURSED 
SUPERVISORS, HE SAYS 


Got Pay for Plans for Work 
Knocked Out by Court 
but Took Up Worthless 
Warrants With It. 


How supervisors and the attor- 
ney for the old Brentwood Sewer 
District were paid by him from 
funds of the Central Sewer District 
which the supervisors voted him 
when two of them were put in 
charge of the latter district, was 
told Friday in the deposition of A. 
H. Beard, engineer. 

Beard received between $6000 
and $7000 for the plans he had 
drawn for the Brentwood district, 
but paid back to individuals and 
the Bank of Brentwood all but 
$900, he told John E, Mooney, at- 
torney and president of the Tax- 
payers’ Protective Association, 
who examined him at the Maple- 
wood City Hall. Beard was made 
engineer for the Central District 
and to date has received $35,000. 

Further more, Beard said he 
had not drawn any money from 
the Brentwood District; and that 
he had expended about $4000 in 
the employment of surveyors and 
draftsmen, which he had paid out 
of his own pocket during the year 
required to prepare the plans. 

When the Supreme Court found 
the Ralph sewer law under which 
the Brentwood District was organ- 
ized to be unconstitutional because 
of a fault in the title of the act, 
the district was dissolved, having 
incurred indebtedness’ but having 
no authority to levy a tax to meet 
it. The Central District was then 
organized with virtually the same 
boundaries and personnel. 

Warrants of the Brentwood Dis- 
trict had been issued as a public 
corporation and about $2600 of 
this paper made worthless by the 
court’s decision had been cashed 
by the Bank of Brentwood. The 
warrants were to draw 6 per cent 
and some $4000 more were held by 
the persons to whom they had 
been issued. 

Nelson S. Morgan and J. L. Wil- 
lingham, two of three members of 
the Board of Supervisors of the 
Brentwood District, were named 
supervisors when the Central Dis- 
trict was formed. The third super- 
visor, Frank Johnson, was replaced 
by the late W. A. Withrow. 

Beard testified that he paid 
Morgan about $125, Johnson $600 
and Willingham, $75. Jesse JL, 
Harnage, retained as attorney for 
the Central District, received $1200 
for valueless warrants he had re- 
celved for his services as attorney 
for the Brentwood District. 

The engineer was uncertain as to 
amounts and did not atcount for 
the rest of the money he paid out. 
He denied that he had agreed to 
make these payments before the 
Brentwood plans were purchased 
and said the payments he made 
were for work the recipients had 
done in helping with a plan for 
the district, admitting that he had 
not employed them. 

Although he was not obligated 
to pay them, Beard said, he felt 
they were entitled to the money. 


Bank Suit for Money Advanced on 
Sewer District Fought. 

A mandamus action brought by 
the Boatmen’s National Bank to 
compel supervisors of the Webster 
Groves sewer district to levy taxes 
to pay $63,997 the bank has ad- 
vanced for preliminary expenses of 
the district, will be opposed in the 
State Supreme Court tomorrow by 
John E. Mooney, president of the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association:

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BERLIN-CHIGAGO PLANE 
PLANS GREENLAND HOP 


At Reykjavik, Iceland, Pilot 
Tells of Flight From Orkneys 
in Little Plane.

Pilot of Berlin-Chicago Plane. 
(Copyright, 1930.) 
REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Aug. 2.— 


With one of the most dangerous 
stages of our flight to Chicago 
completed when we landed here 
last night, Oscar Weller and I are 
bundling up against the cool north 
and, refueling our little Klemm 
Daimler for the next hop to Green- 
Iand, which will start at the first 
notice of good conditions between 
here and Jullansbaab. 

During the flight from Kirkwall 
in the Orkneys yesterday, we en- 
countered a bit more trouble than 
we anticipated after the weather 
bureau at the London air ministry 
promised us changeable, but fair, 
winds tending to the north and 
southeast. But we were prepared 
with plenty of fuel to take our time 
looking for Kallardanes, the tem- 
porary landing field in Iceland, and 
the only misery of the whole 12 
hours came from wearing clothes 
too sprink-like for these climes. 
But in leaving off our heavies we 
were thinking about not overload- 
ing the little monoplane whose 40 
horsepower engine has carried us 
this far along. 

It was calm when I Jeft Kirkwall 
for Swanbister Bay, where the 
plane was waiting, full of fuel and 
packed, and when Weller arrived 
a quarter of an hour later with the 


last weather report, We were ready 
to take off. We had some trouble 
in getting away on the 100-yard 
long runway, part of which was 
down hill, but in 15 minutes we 
were clear of the Orkneys and 
headed for Faros Islands. We 
headed into west winds, but the 
visibility was marvelous and in a 
little over two hours after leaving 
Swanbister Bay at 11:50 a. m. we 
sighted the Faros Islands below. 
Then with a wind change to the 
Hast, we tried at an attitude of 800 
feet to tell the direction of the 
wind. Six of the smoke bombs we 
tossed over, sank immediately 
without denoting the course, and 
an attempt with a box of burning 
excelsior to gauge the wind, failed 
and there was absolutely no relia. 
ble way of telling the course. 
Shortly afterward we discovered 
some gulls. We scared them, and 
when they flew up we noticed the 
direction of the wind by ther fly- 
ing, and corrected our course. 
From that time on, we experi- 
enced little difficulty, sighting Ice- 
land. Our course had taken us 
near Hornafjord on the southeast 
coast of Iceland, and we had to 
skirt the south coast to reach Kal- 
lardanes, Where arrangements had 
been made previously for landing. 
After flying around in the region 
where Kallardanes should have 
been by all calculations, we finally 
sighted the landing field marked 
out with white cloth. A rocket 
flare guided us to a fair landing. 
As we climbed out of the plane, 
stiff, and cold and semewhat on 
edge from the strain, we were met 
with great kindness by the presi- 
dent of the Althing and the Ger- 
man Consul General at Reykjav'k. 
A number of people who had gath- 
ered greeted us warmly. The Ice- 
land flying corporation, which pre- 
pared the landing field at Kallar. 
danes also arranged to care for the 
plane until it is ready for the 
Greenland hop.

FINNEY AV. TRACKS 


Public ‘Service Co. Wants 
to Route Trolleys Over 
Hodiamont Tracks, Tay- 
Jor to Leffingwell.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 2.— 
Abandonment of the Finney ave- 
nue tracks of the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co., between Taylor ave- 
nue and Grand boulevard, is pro- 
posed by the street car company in 
an application filed with the State 
Public Service Commission. 

The company plans to run its 
Page cars over the present route 
from its western terminus to Tay- 
lor avenue, then south on Taylor 
to the Hodiamont line right-of-way, 
over the Hodiamont tracks to 
Franklin and Leffingwell avenues, 
and south on Leffingwell (28th) 
to the present route on Washing 
ton avenue, which will be followed 
the rest.of the way downtown. 

This change will mean abandon- 
ment also of the Lucas ayenue 
tracks, between ~Grand boulevard 
and Leffingwell avenue, and would 
take the Page cars off the tracks 
of the Grand line, It would add 
a heavy volume of traffic to the 
central section of the Hodiamont 
line. The Hodiamont line now 
shares its tracks on Franklin av- 
enue, east of Leffingwell, with the 
Wellston line. 

The proposal is a part of the 
plan of R. F. Kelker, Chicago en- 
gineer, for reroutings of St. Louis 
street car lines, 

With this change in effect, there 
would be no street car line in oper- 
ation, east of Taylor avenue, be- 
tween the Hodiamont right-of-way 
and the Wellston line on Easton 
avenue, Finney avenue has been 
the route of the Page line since 
that division was established. It 
was formerly ‘the route also of the 
Delmar line, now operated out 
Olive street. 

The company stated that § it 
wished to remove its tracks from 
Finney avenue in connection with 
the reconstruction of that street, 
which is planned by the city.

Police Say She Was With

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 2.—Po- 
lice today tightened their hold on 
a Young woman wh they say 
knows the “voice” which lured Jer- 
ry Buckley to his death, anu took 
another woman into custody for 
questioning. 

Miss Marjorie Mansell, entertain- 
er for radio station WMBC—the 
station for which Buckley was the 
militant political commentator— 
was ordered held for 48 hours more 
under the equivalent of $200,000 
bond after a hearing this morning 
before Judge Henry 8. Sweeney in 
Recorder’s Court on a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. 

The latest woman to enter the 
case is Miss Ethel Bronson, said by 
police to have been with Buckley 
24 hours before he was shot down. 
She was taken into custody this 
morning and questioned most of 
the day. She was released tonight. 
Police said she had disclosed noth- 
ing of importance. 

Meanwhile: the police said they 
were continuing their search for 
Egbert M. Hofmann, scion of a 
wealthy family, whose bank book 
showing: average:daily deposits of 
$2000 for recent weeks, was found 
in Miss Mansell’s apartment. He 
had not been found, but his attor- 
ney, Fred A. Behr; said Hofmann 
had made “some sort of a state- 


ment’ to Police Commissioner 
Thomas C. Wilcox. 
Hofmann’s secretary. Behr said, 


lived with Miss Hansell. She fre- 
quently made deposits for him of 
rents collected for his mother, 
whom he described as a “very 
wealthy woman.’

‘Mrs. Malone has purchased’ an 
entire’ city block in Chicago, con- 
taining four buildings, some three 
and some four stories high, she 
said. She lives in one of them, at 
4411 South Parkway, uses part .of 
it for the business and has all of 
the others full of cosmetic manu- 
facturing apparatus.

The suit, which was filed by 
Miss Cyrene Kelsey of 75C7 West- 
moreland, yesterday, alleged that 
the Essen homestead was assessed

Tribunal Holds Divorced Catholics |- 


Legally Rewed Only Until

the Austrian Constitutional Court 
in a test case involving the validity 
of remarriage under civil dispensa- 
tion of divorced Roman Catholics

Roman Catholics, who .- form 
nearly 94 per cent of Austria’s pop- 
ulation, bear the burden of the ver- 
dict. Since 1919, when the Social- 
ists passed a law permitting di- 
vorced persons to remarry, thou- 
sands of Catholics have obtained 
divorce decrees from Civil Courts , 
and in the belief that the civil law 
was above the canonical law, re- 
married before the civil authorities.

ALASKAN VOLCANOES ACTIVE!” 


Priest Finds Amiakchak and Veni- 
aminoff Recently Erupted. 

SEWARD, Alaska, Aug. 2:—The 
Rey. B. R. Hubbard, known as the 
“Glacier Priest,” today said that 
Amiakchak and Veniaminof, two 
of the least-known volcano craters 
on the Alaska Peninsula, hitherte 
thought to be dormant, were active 
and recently erupted. 

Father Hubbard, head of the ge- 
ology department of the University 
of Santa Ciara, Cal. spent three 
months exploring the isolated pen- 
insula region.

In Effect It Penalizes Farm- | 
ers for Over or Under 


An agreement reached by milk 
producers, consumers and 8t. Louis 
dealers, . providing a price scale 
which, in effect, will penalize 
farmers for overproduction or un- 
derproduction and justify measures 
for better milk, was announced 
yesterday by the Consumers’ Milk 
Commission. : 

The commission’s report on how 
the agreement was reached and 
what effects it is expected to have 
will be made in a public meeting 
at 2 p. m. Wednesday in Vander- 
voort’s auditorium. The points of 
view of dealers, producers and the 
Federal Farm Board, as well as 
the consumers, will be presented. 

Four months’ work by a fact- 
finding committee preceded weeks 
of conferences culminating in the 
agreement. . Consumers took a 
hand on the theory that consumers 
would suffer.in a milk shortage or 
in strife between farmers and dis- 
tributers. 

They were represented in the 
conferences by Mrs. George Gell- 
horn, Mrs. W. W. Burke and Mrs. 
Virgil. Loeb, who acted as chair- 
man, with Miss Mildred Price as 
secretary., Dealers were represent- 
ed by B. M. Lide 
Dairy; Bruno Tschannen of High- 
land Dairy, and H, W. Barr of 
Beatrice Creamery; the Sanitary 
Milk Producers, Inc., by E. W. 
Tiedeman, A. D. Lynch and George 
Grueninger. The agreement pro- 
vides that any price changes shall 
be made im conference and the con- 
sumers shall continue to be repre- 
sented. 

Pevely Company Withdraws. 

Pevely Dairy Co., which with- 
drew from the conferences when 
the.point of drawing up the agree- 


ment was reached, has ignored an/| 


invitation to study the completed 
plan, Mrs. Loeb Said yesterday. 
The commission estimates that this 
concern distributes nearly half the 
milk consumed in St. Louis. 
Dealers, Mrs. Loeb related, prev- 
iously paid the penalty of seasonal 
over-production by the farmers 
whose supply they had agreed to 
buy at a flat price, and, in one 
shortage, had to. send as far as 
Wisconsin to bolster the supply 
available from the usual sources. 
The agreement provides a “‘basic 
and surplus’ plan of buying milk 
from the producers, along lines fol- 


' lowed in many cities since 1918 and 


approved by farm agents and uni- 
versity, Farm Board and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture experts. Pro- 
ducers who fail to ship are to be 
penalized, for each month of fail- 
ure, One-sixth of their established 
basic quantity. | 
Overproduction Penalty. 

For surplus milk, up to produc- 
tion of double their basic quantity, 
they are to pay the average price 
of 9$2-score Chicago butter, which 
is published monthly by the United 
States Bureau of Markets, plus 20 
per cent. The 20 per cent, except 


in July and August, is to be’ 
knocked off any surplus above an /| 
amount equal to the basic quantity. | 


This, Mrs. Loeb pointed out, would 
amount to a penalty on the farmer 
for oy erproduction. 

Farmers who fail to produce 
from Sept. 1 through December, 
but resume shipping in 
and February are to be paid the 
first surplus price. That is to be 
cut down to the second surplus 
price if they fail to ship before 
March 1, but the 20 per cent is to 
be put on again for July and Au- 
gust. 

Ultimately the basic quantity is 
to be determined by the three con- 
secutive months of lowest produc- 
tion, bit in the meantime the 
agreement provided a plan for 
1931 based on the percentage of 
total production accounted for by 
total sales to the bottle trade for 
the last six months of 1930. That 
percentage, applied to the individu- 
al production of each member of

| SHORT automobile trip over 
good roads that will give St. 
Lowtisans an opportunity to 
| visit one of the loveliest of Mis-

Lying 86 milés to the southwest, 
just off U: 8. Highway No. 66, and 
within an eighth of a mile of the 
Meramec River, is Onondaga Cave, 
whose attractions are scarcely sur- 
passed in any respect by those of 
Kentucky’s famous Mammoth Cave 
and New Mexico's widely exploited 
Carlsbad Caverns, which 4&lone 
are larger. Meramec State Park, 
also near Highway 66, but a score 
of miles nearer to St, Louis, is 
the lodestone that draws thousands 
of campers, picnickers and lovers 
of the outdoors from the city each 
season. 

One must, of course, tse the

‘Of Engineers 

Intersection’ Stops May 
Become as Obsolete as 
Linen Duster and Hand 
Crank — Present Sys- 
tem Called Fundamen- 
tally Wrong—Progres- 
sive Lighting System 
Now Proposed in New 
York.

Traffic stops—the busy motor- 
ist’s pet annoyance—may take 
their place with the linen duster 
and the hand crank, if the elabor- 
ate plans of traffic engineers work 
out as anticipated. Already there 
are numerous broad hints of the 
advent of thé age of uninterrupted 
movement of vehicles. 

Many cities, realizing that a val- 
uable opportunity is overlooked in 
not trying to utilize existing streets 
to better advantage; are experi- 
menting with the “continuous mo- 
tion’ method of traffic control. The 
goal may be as unattainable as per- 
petual motion but it is generally 
agreed by automobile drivers and 
traffic officials alike that the stop- 
and-go system is fundamentally 
wrong. : 

Under the traffic system of the 
future it is predicted that motor- 
ists will drive according to the 
speed rate of the street and not 
according to their ability to beat 
the lights. , 


Problem of Cross Streets, 

One of the leading difficulties of 
the continuous flow system is fall- 
ure to provide for the convenience 
of motorists on cross streets. This 
point is given serious considera- 
tion by advocates of the progres- 
sive lighting system now proposed 
for New York City. In the ideal 
layout motorists on  c¢ross-town 
streets would not have to stop for 
north-south traffic, although move- 
ment would not be as speedy as 
tHat of the latter. 

An example of the difficulty is 
found in the case of traffie control 
at Atlantic City, N. J.,. where @ ma- 
chine can proceed # number of 
blocks at a time on streets pare 
alleling the beach, but where trave 
el on cross streets Is badly delayed. 
Time gained in traveling along one 
set of streets is lost in driving over 
the interaccting group, although 
some drivers who are familiar with 
the lighting system often can time 
thelr driving and select streets so 
as to “catch” the lights more fa- 
vorably.

The growth and power of organized crime 
in Chicago is mainly traceable to the pro- 
hibition laws, which placed vast profits with- 
in the grasp of those who were Willing to vio- 
late the law on a large and systematic scale, 
United States District Attorney George B. Q. 
Johnson estimates that more than half the 
huge profits derived from violating the law! 
in Chicago come from the beer trade, which 
is also the chief factor in the corruption of 
publie officials.

Capone Gets His Start. 


Indeed, it was in this capacity that Al 
Capone, then at the age of 21, made his 
entrance on the Chicago scene. He and 
Johany Torrio, both members of the notor- 
ious Five Points gang of New York, in 1920 
wete engaged to protect the portly person 
of “Big Jim” Colosimo, operator of a string | 
of dives along the levee. But opportunities 
for violating the prohibition laws were too 
numerous and too profitable for these ag- 
gressive young men to remain long as body- 
guards, Soon they were in the beer racket 
for themselves. Their gain was “Big Jim's” 
loss; deprived of his -efficient protectors, he 
presently was shot to death in the doorway 
of his gaudtest cafe. = 2. 

Capone and Torrio, possessing a gift for. 
organization and a talent for employing 
bribery and political influence, soon were do- 
ing a huge business in the manufacture and

in number, were developing a large’ alcohol 
industry on the’ West Side. Their system 
was to place thousands of small stills in pri- 
vate homes, usually of Italian laborers, pay- 
ing the occupants to operate them.

Capone and Torrio made a working agree- 
ment withthe Gennas, whereby they sold 
beer on the West Side, and the Gennas fur- 
nished alcohol for the South Siae trade. 


Meantime young Dion O’Banion had grad- 
uated from the obscure occupation of ‘‘news- 
paper slugger’ to that of yegzgman, and 
thence {nto the leadership of a gang of 
whisky peddlers and hijackers. He operated 
on, the North Side with a crowd of rough, 
tough young men that included as his chief 
aid Hymie Weiss, perhaps the most aesperate 
and dynamic killer Chicago has ever seen— 
while he lived. Capone and Torrio, who 
already had adopted Capone’s famous motto 
—‘‘'We don’t want any trouble’’—decided to 
take in O’Banion. They sold him a half in- 
terest in a large brewery. 


But as the Capone-Torrio organization con- 
tinued to expand at an amazing rate, compce- 
South Side 
beer was being sold to North Side saloons, 
and the Gennas cut the price of alcohol to 
$3 a gallon. O’Banion, whose methods wer> 
always rough and unbusinesslike, foresaw 
trouble, and resolved to hasten it. Learnin: 
from friends in the police department that 
the brewery in which he owned a half-intereast 
was soon'to be raided by Federal agents, he 
sold his share to Torrio for cash. The raid 
followed, the property was ‘wrecked, and 
O’Banion was down on the books as one who 
had “crossed” his associates. 

For two months he remained inside his 
florist shop—incongruous choice for a gang 
headquarters—while members of his ganz 
patrolied the sidewalk. Then one day three 
men, evidently known by him-and regarded as 
friends, entered the shop. O’Banion, with 
his florist’s shears in his left hand, extended 
his right to the man in the center. The vis- 
itor took it and held it firmly while the other 
two shot O’Banion five times in the head, 
neck and chest. As he fell, one bent over 
and carefully fired a sixth bullet through hia 
head.

Gang Leader Explains. 


Capone, who early developed a love of 
publicity, apparently felt he owed it to the 
public, or at least to gangland, to explain the 
cireumstances which \had led to O’Banion’s 
death. At any. rate, he was quoted. as fol- 
lows: : 

“Dion was getting ajong all right, and he 
should have béen. satisfied. But his head 
got away from his hat. Johnny Torrio taught 
O’Banion all he knew, and then O’Banion de- 
cided to be boss of the booze racket in Chi- 
cago. What a chance! His job had been to 
smdoth the coppers, and when he broke away 
from us it made a lot of trouble; He was 
spoiling the game for everybody. Where we 
had been paying a copper a couple of hun- 
dred, he'd slip him a thousand. Well, it’s 
too bad, but it was his funeral.” |

Straight into 
the middle of this Capone stronghold. drove 
Hymie Weiss with three-automobiles filled 
with his men. Stopping directly in front of 
Capone’s pergonal headquarters, they raked 
it again and again with machine guns. In- 
side Capone listened while the bullets rained 
viciously on his  steel-shrttered windows. 
Four bystanders were hit. 

Shaken by the savage audacity of this at- 
tack, Capone sent Weiss an invitation ‘0 
talk peace. Hymie replied that peace .be- 


dead. Soon afterward Capone's chauffeur 
was captured and tortured for hours in a 
futile effort to make him disclose his employ- 
er’s movements. Then he was shot and hia 


body thrown, in a cistern. 


The End of Weiss. 
Of course, it was obvious that “Scarface 


Al” would never be out of danger while 
this madman lived. Capone’s methods usually 
were calculated and seldom attgnded by the 
personal risk to himself which characterized 
the wild forays of O’Banion and Weiss.

ducted the fight against 
franchise whéreby Samuel Insull and his 
associates acquired a perpetual monopoly 
on mass transportation in Chicago. 

Replying to the correspondent’s ques- 
tion: 
Ickes epitomized what he has told the 
voters of Chicago on numerous occasions 
during local campaigns. He said: 

GGG UHICAGO is’ not suffering from a 

(C vreexdorn of government, but 

from a super-government. The 
name of Chicago's super-government is 
Samuel Insull. By contributing lavishly 
to the coffers of both political parties, 
and by exerting his influence in other 
ways, he has gradually assumed control of 
the parties. He dominates the business 
community through his tremendous finan- 
cial power, The press apparently fears 
to attack him. 
Origin of Dual Control. 

“Originally his object was to insure 
himself a free hand in exploiting the pub- 
lic utilities which he controls. In order 
to do this he has found it expedient to 
maintain in power a friendly city admin- 
istration. During the 15 years in which 
Insull’s political influence has steadily in- 
creased, we have watched a correspond- 
ing increase in all kinds of lawlessness. 
Undoubtedly Mr. Insull would prefer an 
end to vice and crime, but since he can- 
not exploit the utilities without the help 
of a subservient city government, and 
since that is his main aim, he finds it 
possible, as a practical man, to continue 
present political conditions. 

‘The same public officials that furnish 
protection to Insull’s public utilities, also 
furnish protection to the racketeers, boot- 
leggers and professional killers. The ad- 
ministration that turns to Insull for cam- 
paign contributions, turns to the gang 
leaders for votes.

Dever for re- 
election, openly boasted that he would, if 
elected, reopen those 5000 and 6000 
more. For Insull, as for the rest of Chi- 
cafo, the issue was plainly drdwn. But 
Insull supported Thompson, and Thomp- 
son was elected. Why? For one thing, 
he got through Thompson the perpetual 
franchise which Dever had refused * to 
grant. 


“The newspapers, the business leaders, 
and those who have distinguished them- 
selves in public affairs, are loud in de- 
nouncing crime ‘and corruption, but they 
shy away when it comes to fixing the 
political responsibility.

ISTRICT ATTORNEY JOHNSON, who 
Pp nderstancs it better and shows more de- 
termination to end it than any pubite 
official Ihave found in Chicago, divides Organ- 
ized crime into four general classifications 
which he lists in the .order of their impor- 
tance and the size of their profits as follows: 
1. Violation of the prohibition laws.

Prior to prohibition there was some trade 
and labor racketeering, but its greatest 
growth began about 1923.

Such are the methods by “whieh the rack- 
eteers organize the smaller business establish- 
ments, and collect the monthly dues from 
the “members.” It is infinitely’ more impor- 
tant from the “‘member’s” standpoint than 
belonging to the Chamber of Commerce. 

Now take the other side of the street.’ If 
a labor union is-in existence, the procedure 
is to ‘“‘muscle-in.’” That means the rack- 
eteers get themselves elected officers of the 
union, the strategic office being that of treas- 
urer.. The campaign consists of threatening 
to kill any union member who appears at a 
meeting to vote against the racketeer candi- 
dates.

Sherman is a Republican. When Patrick J. 
Lucey retired as a member of the Illinois 
Public Utilities Commission in 1921, he was 
retained to represent Insull’s interests before 
the commission. Lucey is a Democrat, Roy 
O. West, former secretary of the Republican 
“National Committee, and former Secretary of 
the Interior in President Coolidge’s Cabinet, 
has been retained "by Insul] for many years, 
and is a heavy investor in Insull’s companies. 
_ Frank, L. Smith, a Republican, retired as 
chairman of the Public Utilities Commission 
in 1926 to become a candidate for Senator, 
and was elected. Subsequent disclosure by 
the Reed Senate committee that Insull had 
contributed $126,000 to Smith’s campaign fe- 
sulted in Smith being barred from the Senate. 
At the same time it was disclosed that In- 
sull had contributed $15,000 to the campaign 
of Smith’s Demotratic opponent, George 
Brennan, who had succeeded Roger Sullivan 
as boss of the Dembcratic organization in 
Illinois. 


Contributions for All 

Following Brennan's death, control of the 
Democratic organization in Cook County 
passed to a small group, one of whom is 
Boetius Sullivan, Roger’s son. He is a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Cooke, Sullivan and 
Ricks, which also includes former Justice 
Cooke, mentioned in the foregoing, and 
which acts as general counsel for the Insull 
interests. Through sueh subordinates as 
Schuyler, Insull contributed regularly to the 
eampaigns of the former Republican Goyern- 
or, Len Small, and he is on excellent polit- 
ical terms with Gov. Louis Emmerson, The

‘In the last few years ill health bas seri- 
ously interfered with the official activities of 
Mayor Thompson, and for protracted 
he has remained absent from the City Hall, 
and even from the State.

It 
would be difficult to exaggerate th extent of 
his power over the city government, 

Such, then, was the political situation when 
Insull applied to the city for an ordinance 
providing for the consolidation of the surface 
and elevated lines, the construction of sub- 
ways, and the granting of a perpetual fran- 
chise. to operate the whole system in Chi- 
cago and the metropolitan area. The City 
Council passed the ordinance by an over- 
whelming vote, Mayor Thompson signed it, 
and it Was submitted to the voters on July 1. 
No ! 

The Republican and Democratie organiza- 
tions both supported it; Editorially, the six 
daily newspapers of the city either committed | 
themselves mildly to the project as “the best 
that can be obtained,” or took no position. 
Hearst's Herald-Examiner opened its news 
columns impartially to both sides, publishing 
each day an attack on the proposal by its 
opponents and a reply by ita friends, The 
opposition was conducted almost entirely by 
the People’s Traction League, composed of 
independent citizens of both parties, . 

The voters—or those who voted—ratified : 
the proposal by a majority of five to one, 
Strange to say, although both the Republican 
and Democratic organizations were supplied 
with abundant funds to get out the vote in 
favor of the proposal, less than one-fifth 
of the qualified voters went to the polls. The 
total vote was approximately one-fourth of 
that cast in the last presidential election, 

Under the franchise the city can only ter- 
minate the company’s control of the lines by 
purchasing them at a price which is admit- 
tedly prohibitive; or by permitting their sale 
to another private company for a price ten 
per cent higher. To the cost of building 
subways, the city turns over its transit fund 
of $61,000,000, accumulated over a long peri- 
od. of years out of the fares paid by, ear 
riders, and originally dedicated to the uwiti-

Tax Fixing a Major Industry 


Aion is the multiplicity of independent 
public boards and bodies, some of them 
wielding tremendous power and enjoying 
huge revenues from taxation and bond issues. 
Conspicuous among them is the Sanitary Dis- 
trict, administered by nine trustees, elected 
for six-year terms, The total authorized ex- 
penditures of this board last year were $67,- 
000,000. 7 

Important also in the power they wield 
are the Board of Tax Assessors, which levies 
taxes on all Cook County, including Chicago, 
and. the Boagd of Review, which makes final 
adjustments of the assessments. Places on 
all three boards are regarded as important 
political prizes and the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic organizations fight strenuously to 
elect their respective candidates. The elec- 
tions invariably result in the selection Of can- 
didates*from both parties.

Chamber of Commerce Replies 
to Protests Made by 
Chicago. 


For some reason, passengers be- 
tween the Atlantic seaboard and 
the Southwest and Central West 
are traveling more through St. 
Louls, und less through Chicago, 
than fn past year. Chicago buai- 
ness houses are perturbed, and the 
Chicago Association of Commerce 
has complained to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, alleging 
that there is discrimination in fa- 
yor of St. Louis and against Chi- 
cago in the matter of extra-fare 
trains. 

The St. Louls Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday gave the jnter- 
state Commerce Commission its 
view of the matter. It suggests 
that there are other matters be- 
sides extra-fare trains which affect 
the choice of travelers between the 
St. Louls and Chicago gateways. 

One reason for traveling througti 
St. Louis instead of Chicago, the 
local chamber saya, is the St. Louis 
Union Station, making unnecessary 
such transfers as are often ‘re- 
quired between the six Chicago 
passenger stations. Another rea- 
son, it says, is that ‘passengers 
coming through St. Louis are not 
exposed to “a hazardous moral at- 
mosphere.” 

The Chamber of Commerce con- 
tinues by saying that the Chicago 
Association of Commerce is trying 
to “place impediments in the way 
of the travelef between the west- 
ern and southwestern sections of 
the country and New York, by way 
of St. Louis, not because there is 
fear that such passengers may 
patronize the St. Louis market to 
a greater extent, but to force him 
through the Chicago gateway, with 
the hope that he will stop over 


there and spend money, with re- 
sulting increased transpdrtation 
cost, 


“Inasmuch,”’ the -Chamber of 
Commerce says, ‘‘as all features of 
travel are matters of choice with 
the passenger (except, of course, 
the regular fare), who can say 
what influences that choice? The 
timid passenger, or one fully fa- 
millar with all the conditions, 
might reasonably be expected to 
choose the route affording the 
greatest comfort and protection in 
every respect.” 

The Eastern rallroads Friday 
filed a brief with the Interstate 
Cemmerce Conmimission, defending 
tlre present extra-fare train ar- 
rangement, and denying the charge 
of discrimination between cities.

IR three weeks Borglum and his aids 

were in the saddle. They examined every 

cliff of importance, and finally they de- 
cided upon Mount Rushmore, near Keystone. 
It was not easy to make a choice, for Borglum 
was confronted by three major requirements. 
First, the stone to be carved had to be so sit- 
uated as to have full sunlight during as much 
of the day as possible. Second, the granite 
of necessity had to be sound. And, last, the 
granite had to be in sufficiently large 
masses, with unbroken surfaces, so group 
sculpture could be done. 

In the following winter an act was passed 
by Congress, and approved by President 
Coolidge, which provided that the memorial 
association was authorized ‘‘to carve a ime- 
mortal in heroic figures, commemorative of 
our national history and progress.”” . . .

SRINAGAR, India. 
HEN the moon of 
August is at the 
full, there will be- 
gin from this city 
in the State of 
Kashmir the annual 
pilgrimage to the 
cave of Amar Nath. 
Over scarcely pass- 
able mountain 
trails the pilgrims will stumble, in the 
cold, thin air, 12,000 to 14,000 feet 
above sea level. Hundreds, thousands 
from all over India will come. 

The lame, the blind, children in 
arms, old women, holy men, fakirs. 
Some will die on the way, die happily 
in the thought they are so near the 
sacred spot. Others. more dead than 
alive, will crawl back to Srinagar and 
civilization. 

For the trip would tax even a 
healthy man. It is 190 miles from this 
city to the cave. The last 40 miles 
of the way is over a rough trail, over 
streams, over occasional patches of 
glacier ice, through difficult passes and 
narrow defiles. Yet while the moon 
is at the full, there will be no cessa- 
tion of the thin line that threads its 
way to the mouth of the cave of Amar 
Nath. Europeans and Americans liv- 
ing in India, who come here to spend 
the hot months, look on in amaze- 
ment. What can they see in the cave? 
What brings them to it? 

Only a belief-—-a superstition, if you 
will—that is so ancient its origin is 
not known. The cave itself is noth- 
ing-—-a yawning mouth in the side of 
a mountain and inside it two stalac- 
tites formed by a frozen apring. That 
is all. Yet the pilgrimage is one of 
the mest favored in all of India. 


T THE present time travel is 
A easy as far as Pahlgam, the first 

village, about 60 miles from Srin- 
agar, to which place a motor road has 
been extended during the last few 
years. This beautiful spot in the Lid- 
dar Valley, the holiday resort of 
many Europeans and Indians seeking 
rest and recreation in strenuous and 
beautiful walks, or in shooting 
and fishing, becomes the_ throbbing 
center of life and animation when the 
first groups of pilgrims begin to as- 
semble there. 

Less than a hundred years ago for 
the ordinary traveler even Srinagar 
was a difficult place to reach, and the 
journey to the cave of Amar Nath 
a matter of much hazard and dan- 
ger. The country knew no. settled 
laws, and to the danger of pathless 
mountains, falling avalanches and the 
rigors of the climate was added the 
dread of marauders and thieves. It was 
Maharajah Ranbir Singh, son of the 
famous Gulab Singh of Jamu, who 


’ first paid any attention to the road 


to Amar Nath and extended his pro- 
tection to the pilgrims. His succes- 
sor, Patrap Singh, the late Mahara- 
jah, was a very devout Prince and

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greatly extended the relief measures 
for the pilgrims; in fact, he organized 
the whole system of state protection 
now in vogue. 

Pahligam is the base for the moun- 
tain journey to Amar Nath, and it is 
here that palanquins, coolies and rid- 
ing horses may be obtained by those 
who can afford 
tbem, and from 
here onward a 
state field hospi- 
tal, a charitable 
kitchen, main- 
tained by the 
Maharajah for 
the needy, and 
an adequate po- 
lice force accom- 
pany the pilgrims 
all the way. It 
is here also that 
the pilgrims are 
joined by the 
‘*Mahants,”’ or 
priests, with the 
“‘chatti’’—a _ ail- 
ver mace, which 
is the symbol of 
the holy cave to 
which they are 
journeying, and 
behind which al]l 
who wish to 
makg the pil- 
grimage must 
henceforth’ r e- 
matin. 

The __ signifi- 
cance of this 
“chatti’’ is hard 
to define. It is 
held in great respect by the pilgrims 
and is kept in a = special tem- 
ple in Srinagar during -the rest 
of the year. It was probably used 
as a sign to all and sundry persons 
that the great Maharajah of Kashmir 
was extending his patronage and pro- 
tection to the pilgrims. But evident- 
ly this protection was found inade- 
quate by the pilgrims themselves, and 
they sought the added protection of 
the Maliks of Bhatkoto—a small vil- 
lage about 10 miles from Pahlgam. 
Kefore the organization of state relief 
it was these Mohammedan dwellers of 
that part of Kashmir who protected 
the Hindu pilgrims from .marauders 
and acted as their guides to the Holy 
Cave. 


EEDLESS to say, the pilgrims 

NY exvres their appreciation and 
gratitude by liberal rewards of 
money, and, according to general re- 
port, the Maliks took over whatever 
was offered in the cave itself in the 
way of gold and ornaments. True it 
is that they still receive one-third of 
the total offerings made at the cave, in 
accordance with the adjudication made 
and enforced by the late Maharajah. 
From Pahligam the pilgrims reach 
Amar Nath in three and one-half days. 
The first night's camp is at Chandan- 
wari or Thanin, eight miles away, 
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Pilgrims preparing to start. 


where the state has built a few huts 
for their shelter—alas, too few to ac- 
commodate even one-tenth of the total 
number and not always water-tight or 
dry. Beyond Thanin the mountain 
scenery is of the very grandest and is 
in itself of sufficient appeal to draw 
many who have no faith in the sanctity 


of pilgrimages. The road, really only 
a mountain path, ascends 1500 feet 
precipitously to the top of a spur, 
whence it winds easily along a mass 
of wild flowers of myriad sizes, shapes 
and colors. Another steep climb of 
700 feet brings one in view of the 
beautiful ‘‘mirror lake’’ of Shishanag, 


The cave of Amar Nath. 
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above which Is the second camping 
spot, about 12,000 feet above sea level. 
Here, above and across the lake, is 
a magnificent view indeed of the great 
Koh-i-Noor peaks and glaciers. The 
next day’s journey leads up to a 14,- 
000-foot pass, across the watershed and 
down to the headwaters of the Sind 
River—the biggest tributary of the 
Jhelum. The camp is at Pankitarni, 
or the five rivers, 
and is more than 
11,000 feet high. 
From here, long 
before sunrise on 
the final morn- 
ing, the pilgrims 
begin their 
march to the 
cave itself, which 
is five miles 
away, over the 
most difficult 
part of the jour- 
ney. A steep 
ascent of about 
1000 feet, then a 
steep descent of 
the same depth 
and finally a 
rough. three 
miles along the 
Amarwati stream 
—most of which 
is done on ice— 
brings the faith- 
ful to the object 
of their quest. 
The first view 
of the cave is not 
impressive, 
though once 
within it even 
the unbeliever is 
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touched with reverence and awe as he 
stands bareheaded in the shrine to 
which thousands have struggled with 
almost the last breath of endurance. 
The cave is 150 feet high and has ap- 
proximately the same width and depth. 
Within it are two 
which are worshiped by the pilgrims 
as symbols of the great god Siva.

START was made with God-

tory was affiliated with North- 
western University and _ established 
in spacious quarters in an office 
building adjoining Northwestern’s 
downtown campus. Most of the mem- 
bers of the staff have . faculty 
positions in the university. The ex- 
perts now include the following: Dr. 
C. W. Muehlberger, chemist and for- 
mer toxicologist for the State of Wis- 
consin; Leonarde Keeler, inventor of a 
“lie detector’’ and formerly on the 
Berkeley (California) police detective 
force; Dr. Ferdinand Watzek, noted 
Viennese crime expert, and Joseph 
Farrell, a photographer experienced in 
micro-photography and other spectal- 
ized branches. And this, Massee says, 
is just a start. : 

The way in which police officials 
made use of the laboratory following 
the murder of Alfred J. Lingle, Chi- 
cago Tribune reporter, very well illus- 
trates its function. Lingle was mur- 
dered shortly after 1 o’clock. By 3 
o'clock police had turned the gun 
found beside the reporter’s body over 
to Dr. Muehlberger at the laboratory. 

The serial number on the gun, an 
old model .45-caliber, had been filed 
off, apparently with a fine file. Where 
it had been there was only the shiny 
metal surface.

He ex- 
plained the process he worked out in 
his laboratory that afternoon as fol- 
lows: 

“Steel has a crystalline structure 
that can very plainly be seen under 
the microscope: These crystals 
form patterns, the size and ar- 
rangement of the crystals de- 
pending upon the metallic con- 
tent of the steel—-that is, how 
much manganese and how much 
iron and so on have been used. 
Thus, experts can tell by exam- 
ination under the microscope the 
composition of a piece of steel 
and also how strong or how 
tough it is, whether it will serve 
to build bridges or whether it’s 
more suited for auto- 
mobile axles. 


“These crystals. in 
steel are not fixed. The 
patterns in which they 
are arranged change 
in Tesponse to shocks, 
a blow from a ham- 
mer, for example. 
When the die bearing 
the serial number is 
stamped on the steel 
barrel of the revolver, 
two things happen: An 
impression is made 
that the eye can see— 
plain, legible numbers 
are grooved in. But, 
also, the crystals in the 
steel immediately be- 
neath the stamped, 
visible number are ar- 
ranged into a pattern 
that corresponds to the 
number. 

“This has been 
known for some time, 
and there is a process 
whereby this crystal- 
line pattern which lies 
buried beneath the 
stamped number can 
be revealed.

their arsenals. For all machine guns 
and sub-machine guns have a secret 
number on the inside of the barrel. To 
destroy this number it is necessary to 
remove the barrel, and this can be 
done only by shrinking the steel 
parts of the gun at tremendous heat, 
a process which can be carried out 
successfully only at the factory. 

Colonel Goddard's specialty is, of 
course, firearms and the deadly mis- 
siles which are hurled from them. He 
has at least seven different ways of 
identifying a bullet and determining 
the gun from which it was fired.: 

Keeler is one of the youngest crim- 
inal experts in the country. He is only 
26. Following his graduation from 
Stanford University in California he 
had training under Police Chief 
August Vollmer at Berkeley, whose 
scientific methods have won him an 
international reputation. Later Keeler 
was affiliated with the Institute for 
Juvenile Research. 


HREE years ago he perfected a 
form of lie detector, along lines 
similar to those on which both 
European and American scientists had 
been working. and has since used it in 
9000 cases.. In every case, he claims, 
where the actual facts have been 
known, they have béen found to tally 
with the record made by witnesses on 
the lie detector. 

Keeler’s machine, which can be car- 
ried in a case a little larger than the 
carrying case of a portable typewriter, 
consists of devices to measure the sus- 
pect’s blood pressure, respiration and 
pulse as he is being questioned. 


The measuring devices are connect- 
ed with a recording instrument which 
traces on a moving roll of graph paper 
the slightest deviation from normal of 
the suspect’s breathing, pulse and 
blood pressure. 

The questions are so framed as to 
call for yes or no answers. Before the 
measuring. devices are fastened to the 
suspect’s arms and chest he is told the 
nature of the lie detector and assured 
that it will reveal whether or not he is 
telling the truth. This customarily ex- 


cites the person who is being ques- - 


tioned so at the outset the three red 
lines traced on the graph paper are 
jerky and irregular. Therefore, at the 
start a few commonplace questions are 
asked, such as. “Do you smoke?" ‘‘Do

you drink coffee?’ etc. Gradual- 
ly, as the suspect calms down, Keeler 
is able to tell what are the normal 
graph lines. Suddenly he shoots a ques- 
tion such as, “Did you fire the shot 
that killed John Doe?’’ The man in 
the witness chair may answer no, with 
a perfectly calm exterior, but if the 
three red lines on the graph paper 
take a sharp upward turn and then 
waver back to normal, indicating a 
speedier pulse, increased blood pres- 
sure and quickened breathing, it is 
evidence, in Keeler’s opinion, that this 
question has been falsely answered. 
Or, at any rate, that the suspect has 
some guilty knowledge. 


HE record made by the lie de- 
TL tector is not admissible as evi- 

dence in any court of law as yet. 
It has been proved valuable already, 
however, notably in the Bassett mur- 
der at Seattle, Washington. In this 
case a confession was obtained by 
means of the lie detector. 

In a bank robbery case at Appleton, 
Wisconsin, it demonstrated the inno- 
cence of two young men who probably 
otherwise would have been convicted. 
Keeler had been called to the Wiscon- 
sin town by the Prosecuting Attorney, 
who wanted to use the lle detector on 
the two men. Keeler put them 
through the test. There was every 
indication on the record made by the 
machine that they were telling the 
truth. Keeler so reported to the pros- 
ecutor. But this was not what the 
latter wanted to hear and he proceed- 
ed with his case, basing it largely on 
positive identification by three eye- 
witnesses. Four hours before the trial 
ended, with every indication that the 
two young men would be found guilty, 
a bank robber was arrested in Minne- 
sota with some of the bonds atolen in 
the Wisconsin robbery on his person, 
and finally he confessed. 

Keeler hopes that ultimately pro- 
cedure with the lie detector will be- 
come so standardized that the records 
it makes will be accepted as evidence. 
But first he hopes ita use will be re- 
quired by law in the questioning of 
suspects, just as arrested persons are 
required to be finger-printed in all but 
u few states. At present it is entire- 
ly optional whether the suspected per- 
son submits to the lie detector or not. 
And many of the gangsters brought in 
for questioning, having heard of the 
epparently uncanny accuracy with 
which the apparatus sorts truths from 
lies, have flatly refused to submit to 
questioning under the surveillance of 
the lie detector.

HE world of busi- 
ness and finance, 
the colossus’ that 
has dwarfed per-

The man is S. Parker Gilbert Jr., 
37 years old, ‘‘uncrowned Kaiser’ of 
Germany as Agent-General of Repara- 
tions for the past six years. Having 
completed his work as American Fi- 
nancial Co-ordinator-Dictator for most 
of Europe, he is jobless. He could be- 
come a partner of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
or join the million-dollar salary class 
elsewhere at his bidding. The United 
States Government’s two greatest 
financial posts are within his reach— 
Secretary of the Treasury and Gover- 
uor of the Federal Reserve Board. But 
he wants to rest for a few months and 
think it all over. 

For one thing, he has been so busy 
since his marriage six years ago that 
he has not had time for a honeymoon. 
Always shunning publicity, consistent- 
ly declining to make a ‘‘movie’”’ out of 
himself or his prodigious work, he has 
gone West with his wife for their first 
vacation. While fishing in solitude he 
expects to decide among scores of gilt- 
edged offers that are being thrust 
upon hin» for his choice. 


RRIVING in New York recently 
Atte: completing his unique 

task successfully against such 
predictions as ‘‘impossible’’ and 
“atupendous,” out of work for the 
first time _ since he started to gram- 
mar school, Mr. Gilbert retired to 
a suite in a Park avenue hotel. The 
greatest figure in international finance 
of the past decade declined to discuss 
the rehabilitation of Europe, which has 
been largely at his initiative and under 
his direction.

appointed him Assistant Secretary

He was so efficient Secretary 
Mellon retained him over the violent 
protests of Republican patronage lead- 
ers. Gilbert had been too busy to 
broadcast a political party affiliation, 
and Republicans were suspicious. They 
said he was a Democrat and had been 
secretly active in behalf of James Cox, 
Democratic candidate for the presi- 
dency in 1920. Gilbert was roused 
to one of his infrequent public state- 
ments, denying this charge. Hence- 
forth his Republicanism has been un- 
challenged, although he admitted 
laughingly to this writer that he was 
‘not a very active one.” 

He served under four Secretaries of 
the Treasury—McAdoo, Glass, Houston 
and Mellon. His salary as Assistant 
Secretary was $5000. Secretary Mel- 
lon set a precedent for New York’s 
present attitude by creating a new post 
to fit Gilbert’s capabilities, that of 
Under Secretary of the Treasury, with 
a salary of $10,000. In Secretary Mel- 
lon’s absence Mr. Gilbert acted in full 
charge as Secretary of the Treasury 
while still in his late twenties.

Things moved swiftly in those early 
days of the war. Officers were needed 
badly, there was little time to train 
them, and the air service particularly 
was in need of balloonists for observa- 
tion work.

Major Lambert took him aloft 
four times as a student. McKinley's 
fifth flight was his solo flight. He 
did it so well that when he landed 
Lambert made him an 
instructor of other as- 
pirants for balloon of- 
ficerships. Lambert 
gave him his balloon- 
ist’s license and Mc- 
Kinley was sent away 
for further training. 
With his balloonist’s 
license in his pocket 
he was soon a Second 
Lieutenant, and short- 
ly after he was made 
a first.

mathematical precision and shooting 
the pictures is perhaps the least scien- 
tific end of it. The real technical) 
knowledge comes when the mosaics 
are placed together with geometric ex- 
actness. 

But regular army man that he had 
become, McKinley, when rigid disci- 
pline was concerned, was still the in- 
formal young man of the American 
Expeditionary Force. A story is told 
about him when he was a Lieutenant 


at a western post. Lieutenant though 


he was, he was in charge of the post 
for a time during the absence of his 
eenior officers. One day, while so in 


charge, a General suddenly appeared 
on an inspection tour. McKinley was 
hastily summoned, and the General, in 
the best military fashion, said, ‘‘Lieu- 
tenant, where are the troops?’’ The 
Lieutenant turned around to a window 
in the adjutant's quarters, in front of 
which he chanced to be standing, and 
called out to that officer, ““Hey, Jack, 
bring out the troops.” There is no 
record of what the General did. 

In 1926 McKinley resigned from the 
army, taking a captaincy in the re- 
serve corps. He then entered adver- 
tising work in St. Louis and kept et 
it for about a year. But even dur-

ing that time his thoughts were with 
the air. After much research he de- 
signed a balloon which he believed 
would take him across the Atlantic. 
The balloon would have been of great 
size, large enough, he believed, to take 
him far enough in the air to catch the 
high and fast winds that blow from 
west to east. This was before the 
flights made from the United States 
to the European continent, though the 
Atlantic had already been spanned by 
plane. McKinley conferred with Ma- 
jor Lambert on the advisability of his 
scheme, but Lambert talked him: out 
of it. Lambert helieved the danger 
was too great, It is Lambert’s opin- 
jon that the research work done by 
McKinley is still of 
great value. 

In 1927 McKinley 
and his wife went 
to New York for he 
had engaged upon 
writing a book on 
aerial surveying. 
The book has been 
published but most 
of the proof reading 
and later editing 
fell to Mrs. McKin- 
ley. For Richard E. 
Byrd and the South 
Pole exploration 
came along and Mc- 
Kinley was on his 
way. 

Why did Captain 
McKinley join that 
expedition? Well, 
he says, Admiral 
Byrd, whom, by the 
way, he had never 
met, interested him. 
Then he considered 
the expedition, its 
aims and  aspira- 
tions, a fascinating 
undertaking. Also, 
he realized how val- 
uable an expert- 
enced aerial survey- 
or would be to Byrd 
and the highly sci- 
entific campaign he 
intended to carry on 
in the Antarctic. All 
of those things and, 
undoubtedly, the 
adventure itself, 
lured him on. 

He wrote a letter 
to the then Com- 
mander Byrd, stat- 
ing his qualifica- 
tions and making 
bis application. He 
was not confident of 
acceptance, but ‘he 
pinned his hopes on 
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his experience as an 
aerial surveyor and 
Byrd's asacientific 
bent. To his pleas- 
ure he received an 
answer. Byrd want- 
ed to see him. The 
result was very 
much the same ae 
that interview some 10 years before 
with Lambert. Byrd later related that 


"he had but to speak a few words to 


McKinley and he knew he was the 
man he wanted. 

McKinley and the expedition were 
off. The St. Louisan was aboard the 
“Eleanor Bolling.’’ A long, hard voy- 
age was ahead. There were rough 
seas and hardships. McKinley took 
his place among the ship's siokers. 


NCE the expedition had arrived 
()«: Little America, McKinley re- 

ceived his first recognition. Des- 
pite the fact that he had had no pre- 
vious polar experience, Byrd made him 
third in command. 

For several months during that long 
residence in Antarctica, while Byrd 
was busy with his plans and investiga- 
tions, and Professor Laurence M. 
Gould, the expedition’s geologist and 
second in command, was away on a 
geological journey, McKinley was in 
charge of the headquarters on the 
Ross Sea. 

Besides this duty he was chief of 
the expedition’s photography and took 
most of the ‘‘still’’ pictures. He lays 
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no claims to being a photographer of 
that sort, but the results of his work 
exhibit his excellence. 

Many trips were made by plane for 
purposes of surveying the region, and 
McKinley went along with his 60- 
pound surveying camera. He was, of 
course, one of the three men, besides 
the expedition’s commander, who flew 
over the South Pole. 

That was atrip. The plane, heavy 
with its load of gas and its emergency 


food supply, had difficulty gaining al- 


titude. There were great mountains 
uhead and the party would have to 
pass them to gain the pole. They 
headed for the Axel Heiberg Glacier 
and for the pass that Amundsen had 
reported was 10,500 feet high. The 
plane was not climbing. It was gaso- 
line or food. The food, in 125-pound 
bags, was near the trapdoor. The com- 
mander made his decision. He gave 
his signal, and McKinley, standing by 
the trapdoor, sent a bag shooting down 
on the ice below. That was not 
enough. Byrd gave the signal again. 
And McKinley sent another bag after 
the first. Then the plane, lightened, 
made its altitude, passed the moun- 
tains, finally reached the pole. 


URING that long flight McKin- 
D« took a picture every four 

minutes. What of changing 
films? When the time came for that, 
he could do the job between photo- 
graphs and do it quickly enough not 
to interrupt the four-minute inter- 
mission. 

I asked McKinley what his thoughts 
were as he saw the great glacier loom- 
ing before them, realizing that failure 
to make their height as they neared 
the mass might endsin disaster. He 
sald that he didn’t think much about 
it for the simple reason he didn’t have 
time to. Concentration én his highly 
technical work kept him always busy. 
If it hadn't been for that he doesn't 
know how he might have felt. 

Captain McKinley shot his flight 
pictures through a window of special 
glass. His photos, taken every four 
minutes, overlapped each other, which 
is, of course, essential in aerial sur- 
veying for in no other way could the 
resultant map be. pleced_ together. 
Aerial surveying in the Antarctic is a 
much more difficult business than, 
say, over Scott Field. For in the lat- 
ter region one always finds an oblig- 
ing house or barn or haystack to use 


as a control when map making be- 


gins, while in the polar regions often 
for great stretches there is nothing 
but ice and crevices, ice and crevices 
which have a habit of looking very 
much like each other. 

McKinley developed all his aertal 
film in the laboratory at Little Amer- 
lea. The laboratory was constructed 
of knock-down material. Then the 
snow came along, covered it over, and 
anyone who wanted to enter it had 
to do so through a hole in ita roof. 
In this laboratory a strange situation 
prevailed. It was necessary to keep 
a temperature of about 70 degrees for 
the benefit of some of their chemicals 
McKinley put a gasoline stove on the 
laboratory floor. Heat rises. And 
there the men would work, clad in 
their warmest attire from their feet 
to their hips, and needing it, what 
with a freezing temperature in those 
lower regions, but wearing only their 
shirts above the hip line and feeling 
nice and comfortable in a temperature 
of 70 degrees. Why develop the sur- 
veying film if they weren't going to 
make their maps until they returned 
to the States? Because McKinley 
feared the tropical heat, on his jour- 
ney home, would play havoc with his 
hyper-sensitive reels. 


old. He is of medium height 

and almost siender. Meet him 
and it is not difficult to understand 
why Lambert and later Byrd passed 
on him so quickly. There is an unb- 
doubted charm about the man, acconi- 
panied by an engaging, understanding 
emile. Today that youthful, impetu- 
ous quality that gave vent to, ‘Hey, 
Jack, bring out the troops,’ seems to 
be missing. Still there is a light in 
his eye and a turn to his smile which 
tells you he is not too heavy. 

I asked him if that winter in Ant- 
arctica was pretty terrible.

And 
we had a,library of 1600 excellently 
selected books and that is something 
every polar expedition ought to have 
We passed through the winter in good 
shape and without any real diffi-
